STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE, 
DANVILLE,  PA.,  MAY  31,  1918. 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  PRESmENT  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
PUBLIC  CHARITIES  AND  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LUNACY. 

GENTLEMEN: 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at 
Danville,  Pa.,  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for 
your  consideration  their  report  of  the  operations  for  the 
biennial  period  ending  May  31,  1918,  and  with  it  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent,  which  will  embrace  the  statis- 
tical tables  for  the  same  period. 

We  present  the  following  financial  statement,  which 
will  show  the  per  capita  cost  per  patient  for  the  period, 
viz: 

The  expenditures  for  maintenance  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  May  31,  1917,  amounted  to  four  hundred 
eighteen  thousand,  two  hundred  ninety-eight  dollars  and 
ninety-six  cents  ($418,298.96),  making  the  per  capita 
rate  per  patient  weekly  of  four  dollars  and  eighty-two 
cents  ($4.82). 

The  expenditures  for  maintenance  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  May  31,  1918,  amounted  to  four  hundred 
forty-eight  thousand,  seven  hundred  eighty-six  dollars 
and  eighty  cents  ($448,786.80),  making  the  per  capita 
rate  per  patient  weekly  of  five  dollars  and  ten  cents 
($5.10). 

The  rate  to  poor  districts  was  increased  during  this 
period  from  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  ($1.75)  to 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per  week  and  a  de- 
ficiency of  thirty-two  thousand  dollars  ($32,000.00)  was 
provided  for  by  Act  of  Legislature  of  1917.  This  was 
necessary  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  supplies,  wages, 
etc.  During  the  latter  part  of  this  biennial  period,  this 
sum  was  not  sufficient,  a  deficiency  arising  which  was 
cared  for  by  Session  of  Legislature  of  1919.

The  first  section  of  the  Industrial  Building  was  partially 
destroyed  by  fire  originating  May  8,  1918,  about  10 :30  P. 
M. ;  the  wood  work  of  the  building  and  a  very  large  part 
of  the  contents  were  destroyed,  leaving  intact  only  the 
brick  walls.  The  second  section,  which  was  in  construc- 
tion at  that  time,  however,  escaped  with  very  little  dam- 
age and  the  building  was  rebuilt  during  the  next  biennial 
period  at  the  expense  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Buildings. 

During  the  period  for  which  this  report  is  compiled,  the 
Institution  was  visited  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Lichty,  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Charities  and  Samuel  E.  Gill,  Assistant  Agent 
of  the  Board. 

During  this  period,  two  of  our  Board  were  claimed  by 
death,  S.  D.  Townsend,  July  13,  1917,  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Curry, 
September  6,  1917.  The  loss  of  both  was  felt  keenly  as 
they  were  deeply  interested  in  the  Institution  and  dis- 
charged their  responsibilities  with  faithfulness  and  earn- 
estness to  the  utmost. 

A  moving  picture  machine  was  installed  in  the  Institu- 
tion September  1,  1916.  being  paid  for  from  the  fund  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Meredith  and  the  proceeds  of  the  Indus- 
trial Room  work.  The  showings  with  this  machine  have 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients  and  adds  to  the 
variety  of  amusements  which  can  be  enjoyed  in  the  In- 
stitution. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  many  courtesies  received 
from  your  Board  and  the  Committee.

Of  the  admissions  during  this  period,  two  were  volun- 
tary commitments,  one  man  and  one  woman,  and  ejeven 
were  transfers  from  other  institutions,  five  men  and  six 
women. 

Of  the  discharges,  there  were  thirty-three  transfers  to 
other  institutions,  thirty-two  men  (twenty-eight  of  which 


were  received  at  Farview,  September  20,  1917,  after  the 
opening  of  the  new  ward)  and  one  woman. 

Three  of  the  deaths  were  suicides.  One  woman  by  set- 
ting fire  to  her  clothing,  another  by  hanging  herself  with 
sheets  from  a  transom,  and  one  man  by  placing  himself 
on  the  railroad  before  a  passing  train.  The  coroners 
were  called  in  all  instances,  but  decided  an  inquest  un- 
necessary in  the  two  cases.  In  the  case  of  the  woman 
who  had  hanged  herself,  there  was  an  inquest  and  from 
the  findings,  the  Hospital  was  exonerated. 

Gynaecological  treatment  has  been  rendered  by  the 
Woman  Physician,  Dr.  Ashenhurst,  who  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report:

The  nursing  force  was  greatly  reduced  by  enlistments 
and  induction  into  the  U.  S.  Military  Service.  This  made 
the  work  of  the  remaining  force  exceptionally  heavy  and 
the  administration  was  very  much  handicapped  in  furn- 
ishing care  and  treatment. 

Dr.  James  S.  Hammers,  of  the  Medical  Staff,  entered 
the  U.  S.  Military  Service,  October  13,  1917.  The  vacancy 
caused  by  his  enlistment  was  not  filled  and  the  Medical 
Staff  endeavored  to  carry  on  the  work  with  one  less  mem- 
ber. 

W.  H.  Orth,  for  forty  years  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, was  taken  ill  in  April,  1918,  necessitating  his  resigna- 
tion, which  was  followed  by  his  death  six  months  later. 
He  has  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Institution  and 
his  loss  was  felt  keenly. 

Instruction  in  general  and  mental  nursing  has  been 
continued  and  during  this  period,  two  classes  were  grad- 
uated. The  class  of  1917  held  their  Commencement  Ex- 
ercises June  28,  and  consisted  of  the  following  members: 
Marie  Azer,  Ivy  H.  Betz,  Elizabeth  K.  Cooney,  Augusta 
M.  Gibson,  Myra  M.  Kern,  Elizabeth  E.  Riley,  Paul  Dent, 
Jesse  C.  Freeman,  Luther  Bates  Grove,  Isaiah  Mader, 
Dennis  Quigg,  Benjamin  F.  Shoemaker,  and  Levering  O. 
Willis. 

The  class  of  1918  held  their  Commencement  Exercises 
June  13,  and  consisted  of  the  following  members:  Pearl 
K.  Balliet,  Mary  A.  Bower,  Arna  G.  Bucher,  Edith  K. 
Chrisman,  Elizabeth  Derr,  Edith  Eshleman,  Janet  Eshle- 
man,  Elizabeth  L.  Hoffmaster,  Helen  G.  Hess,  Amy  E. 
Knouse,  Eva  L.  Miller,  Gertrude  Morrison,  Lulu  I.  Mor- 
rison, Mabel  I.  Reed,  Lulu  E,  Webb,  Frederic  Becker,  Ray- 
mond Dell,  Orville  C.  Everett,  Charles  R.  Haas,  John  Nel- 
son, Albert  L.  Rupert  and  Charles  Steininger. 
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A  Red  Cross  work  room  was  opened  in  which  the  em- 
ployees and  patients  made  surgical  dressings,  operating 
apparel  and  general  hospital  supplies;  while  the  work  of 
knitting  various  articles  was  carried  on  in  the  wards  by 
the  patients  and  by  the  employees  on  their  time  off  duty. 

In  September,  1916,  a  moving  picture  machine  was  in- 
stalled and  pictures  have  been  shown  to  the  patients, 
weekly  —  Saturday  afternoons  and  evenings.  Dances 
have  been  held  Thursday  evenings  and  concerts  Tuesday 
evenings.  In  May,  1917,  Miss  Benford  resigned.  She 
had  been  engaged  in  the  entertainment  of  the  patients, 
producing  little  plays  and  arranging  parties  and  teas. 
Since  her  leaving  the  position  has  not  been  filled  and  to  a 
certain  extent  this  entertainment  has  not  been  carried 
on  as  before. 

I  wish  especially  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  confidence,  advice  and  encour- 
agement given  me  and  the  untiring  interest  shown  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE, 
DANVILLE,  PA.,  MAY  31,  1920. 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  PRESIDENT  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
PUBLIC  CHARITIES  AND  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LUNACY. 

GENTLEMEN: 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at 
Danville,  Pa.,  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for 
your  consideration  their  Report  of  the  operations  for  the 
biennial  period  ending  May  31,  1920,  and  with  it  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent,  which  will  embrace  the  statis- 
tical tables  for  the  same  period. 

We  present  the  following  financial  statement,  which 
will  show  the  per  capita  cost  per  patient  for  the  period, 
vi. : 

The  expenditures  for  the  twelve  months  ending  May  31, 
1919,  amounted  to  Five  hundred  and  forty  thousand,  nine 
hundred  fifty-eight  dollars,  forty-two  cents  ($540,958.42) 
making  the  per  capita  rate  per  patient  weekly  of  Six  dol- 
lars and  ten  cents  ($6.10). 

The  expenditures  for  maintenance  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  May  31,  1920,  amounted  to  Five  hundred 
sixty-three  thousand,  nine  hundred  forty-nine  dollars  and 
eighty-one  cents  ($563,949.81),  making  the  per  capita 
rate  per  patient  weekly  of  Six  dollars  and  twenty-three 
cents  ($6.23). 

As  the  Legislature  of  1917  Session  preferred  deficienc- 
ies to  increased  rates,  the  condition  of  our  finances  re- 
mained the  same  and  in  1919,  we  were  granted  a  defic- 
iency of  Ninety-five  thousand  dollars  ($95,000.00),  of 
which  Eighty-five  thousand  and  forty-six  dollars  and 
ninety-seven  cents  ($85,046.97)  was  used. 

At  present  our  income  is  altogether  inadequate  to  meet 
the  present  needs  and  we  shall  necessarily  present  to  the 
next  Session  of  Legislature  a  large  deficiency  covering 
the  past  year. 

During  this  period  the  improvements  of  the  heating 
system  were  made,  making  use  of  the  exhaust  steam  from 
the  Pumping  Station  for  heating  the  Nurses'  Home  and 
Annex  Buildings  on  the  female  side  of  the  house. 

The  appropriation  of  1917  of  Two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000.00)  being  used  for  this  purpose. 
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A  special  appropriation  of  Twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000.00)  for  improvements  at  the  Water  Filtration 
Plant  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  1919.  Within 
the  period,  foundations  were  made  and  preparations  for 
the  continuance  of  the  improvements  as  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health. 

During  this  period  the  Institution  was  visited  by  Dr. 
J.  A.  Lichty,  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  Dr. 
Woodbury,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy. 

Through  the  fund  cared  for  and  managed  by  Mrs.  Mere- 
dith, it  was  possible  to  purchase  two  Victrolas  and  a  num- 
ber of  records,  one  for  each  side  of  the  house;  also  two 
book  cases,  which  were  placed  in  the  Nurses'  Home  and 
Male  Dormitory,  and  supplied  with  about  two  hundred 
(200)  books. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  held  Oct.  9,  1919, 
Dr.  Hugh  B.  Meredith,  for  twenty-eight  years  the  efficient 
superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  resigned  his  official  posit- 
ion, very  considerately  giving  the  Board  ample  time  in 
which  to  fill  the  vacancy  before  leaving  the  Institution. 

Having  been  closely  associated  with  Dr.  Meredith  for 
eighteen  years  and  as  I  feel,  enjoying  his  full  confidence, 
I  wish  to  record  the  fact  he  was  always  courteous  and 
honorable;  of  strict  integrity  and  fully  mindful  of  his 
great  responsibility.  He  was  amiable  and  possessed  noble 
traits  of  character  and  his  noblest  memorial  will  be  the 
splendid  public  service  he  rendered  the  Institution;  with 
unremitting  zeal,  leaving  with  us  as  he  did,  a  record  of 
honorable  deeds  and  of  duty  well  performed. 

The  Board  realizes  we  were  very  fortunate  in  filling  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Meredith  in  the 
selection  as  his  successor.  Dr.  J.  Allen  Jackson,  Chief  Resi- 
dent Physician  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
who  was  unanimously  elected  Superintendent,  and  assum- 
ed his  duties  January  15,  1920.  Dr.  Jackson's  adminis- 
tration is  highly  satisfactory;  we  desire  to  express  our 
confidence  in  him  and  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  re- 
sults of  his  efficiency  and  energy  shown  in  every  depart- 
ment.

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Of  the  admissions,  there  were  two  transfers,  being 
women  received  from  the  Hospital  of  Blakely  Poor  Dis- 
trict. There  were  received  during  this  period  twenty- 
four  ex-soldiers,  eighteen  being  committed  by  the  War 
Risk  Insurance  Bureau,  five  by  the  overseers  and  one  by 
the  Committee  on  Lunacy.  The  matter  of  the  acceptance 
of  the  six  latter  by  the  War  Risk  Insurance  Bureau  has 
been  presented  to  them,  but  no  definite  action  has  been 
taken  as  yet. 

Of  those  discharged,  it  was  determined  before  being 
discharged  that  one  man  was  not  insane  and  three  were 
inebriate,  one  woman  and  two  men. 

One  woman  was  transferred  to  Retreat,  one  woman  to 
Burn  Brae,  two  men  to  Allentown,  and  twenty  men  to  the 
Western  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Torrance,  Pa. 

Three  deaths  from  casualties  occurred  during  the  per- 
iod. A  female  patient  hanged  herself  during  the  night  of 
November  8,  1918,  and  was  found  by  the  nurse  suspended 
from  the  transom  by  a  sheet.  Another  female  patient 
hanged  herself  similarly  during  the  afternoon  of  July  11, 
1919,  having  surreptitiously  returned  to  the  ward  after 
all  had  gone  to  the  yard.  A  male  patient  died  October  31, 
1919,  after  a  conflict  with  a  nurse  which  had  occurred 
about  three  hours  earlier.  An  autopsy  was  held,  which 
revealed  lacerations  of  the  liver  with  the  abdominal  cav- 
ity very  largely  filled  with  blood  as  a  result  of  a  hem- 
orrhage. Inquests  were  held  in  all  of  the  cases,  and  the 
Institution,  as  well  as  the  nurses,  were  exonerated. 

Seventeen  elopements  occurred  during  the  period  the 
period,  ten  of  the  patients  eloping  were  returned  to  the 
Institution. 

Ten  patients  were  removed  to  the  Geisinger  Hospital 
and  were  successfully  operated  on  by  their  staff  and  were 
cared  for  at  that  institution  until  condition  warranted 
their  removal. 

Gynaecological  treatment  has  been  rendered  by  the 
Woman  Physician,  Dr.  Ashenhurst,  who  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report:

The  difficulty  in  securing  sufficient  help  is  thoroughly 
recognized  and  as  the  condition  on  the  male  side  became 
acute,  in  August,  1918,  women  nurses  were  assigned  to 
duty  until  five  male  wards  were  partially  supplied  with 
women  nurses.  As  the  condition  has  been  relieved,  some 
of  the  women  have  been  returned  to  the  female  side  of  the 
house,  but  to  date  it  has  not  been  possible  to  transfer  all 
or  to  approach  the  full  quota. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  biennial  period,  the  epi- 
demic of  influenza  appeared,  the  first  cases  being  confined 
to  the  male  side  of  the  house  and  later  affected  the  female 
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side,  including  employees.  The  number  of  cases  treated 
were  four  hundred  and  seventy  (470). 

The  immunization  of  all  patients  and  employees  against 
typhoid  fever  was  begun  March,  1920,  and  has  been  com- 
pleted and  all  new  admissions  are  treated  accordingly. 

The  changes  in  the  Medical  Staff  are  as  follows: 

Dr.  L.  R.  Chamberlain  left  the  service  of  this  Institu- 
tion on  account  of  sickness,  October  13,  1918. 

Dr.  H.  V.  Pike  was  engaged  and  assumed  duties  July 
15,  1919. 

Dr.  J.  S.  Hammers,  having  served  with  the  U.  S.  forces 
in  France  as  Lieut.  Col.  in  charge  of  Base  Hospital  No. 
104,  returned  and  resumed  duties  at  this  Institution  Sep- 
tember 1,  1919,  serving  here  until  December  18,  1919,  at 
which  time  he  accepted  the  Superintendency  of  the  Ches- 
ter County  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Embreeville,  Pa. 

Dr.  J.  H.  McClellan  was  engaged  and  assumed  duties 
December  23,  1919,  serving  until  March  15,  1920,  and  left 
at  that  time  on  account  of  ill  health. 

Dr.  Edward  Bollinger  was  engaged  and  served  from 
March  2,  1920,  to  May  31,  1920. 

Dr.  F.  D.  Glenn,  a  former  member  of  the  Staff,  was 
engaged,  assuming  his  duties  March  15,  1920. 

Dr.  Robert  A.  Keilty,  pathologist  at  the  Geisinger  Hos- 
pital, was  engaged  to  render  service  of  that  nature  for 
this  Institution.  With  an  assistant,  he  has  been  carrying 
on  the  work  and  the  value  of  service  in  diagnosis  and 
treatment  is  invaluable. 

Instruction  in  general  and  mental  nursing  by  the  Medi- 
cal Staff  and  Superintendent  of  Nurses  was  continued 
during  the  period.  The  class  of  1919  consisted  of  seven 
women  and  two  men:  Laura  Langewisch,  Lena  H.  Fox, 
Clara  E.  Wayne,  Emma  V.  Greenman,  Edna  F.  Rhodes, 
Betty  B.  McGrath,  Alice  H.  Cole,  Ervin  W.  Pegg  and 
Uriah  Newmans  Commencement  exercises  were  held 
June  26,  1919.  The  class  of  1920  consisted  of  eight 
women  and  one  man,  as  follows:  Lillian  F.  Beaver,  Ida 
A.  Cashner,  Elsie  A.  Clarkson,  Mary  Agnes  Hoffmaster, 
Susan  M.  Lee,  Mary  A,  Moore,  Cora  S.  Reed,  Mildred 
Reichert,  Lanceford  E.  Morris.  Exercises  were  held 
June  15,  1920. 
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Throughout  the  winter  period,  moving  pictures  were 
presented  to  patients  regularly  on  Saturdays  and  during 
the  past  year  also  on  Tuesdays.  Dances  are  held  weekly 
for  the  patients  during  the  winter,  while  base  ball  games 
are  a  feature  of  the  summer  time. 

Great  interest  was  manifested  both  by  the  patients  and 
employees  in  the  work  for  the  Red  Cross,  as  shown  by  the 
following  report  covering  the  period  June  1917,  to  De- 
cember 4,  1919.

The  Amusement  Hall  of  the  Institution  is  opened  each 
evening  since  February,  1920,  when  not  in  use  for  pat- 
ient's entertainments,  as  a  community  centre  for  the 
employees,  where  the  friends  may  be  entertained  and 
amusements  may  be  engaged  in. 

An  organization  of  the  Fire  Department  was  made,  the 
position  of  Fire  Marshal  was  created  and  additional  fire 
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equipment  was  purchased,  to  meet  the  conditions  until 
such  time  as  the  Legislature  will  provide  for  more  com- 
plete equipment. 

Two  additional  night  service  men  have  been  assigned 
to  duty,  one  in  the  main  office  and  one  in  the  basement 
kitchens. 

The  herd  of  cattle  on  our  farm  has  become  infected 
with  tuberculosis  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  kill 
a  number  of  cows  and  segregate  others.  This  work  has 
been  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  and  from  the  present  indications,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  replace  the  entire  herd  at  an  early  date. 

The  present  encumbent  of  the  office  of  Superintendent 
is  deeply  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  honor 
of  his  appointment  and  fully  realizes  the  relation  of  this 
office  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  recognizes  the  high 
standard  of  professional  care  maintained  by  his  prede- 
cessor. Dr.  H.  B.  Meredith,  and  is  indebted  to  him  for  his 
cordial  welcome  and  timely  counsel.  It  is  indeed  a  pleas- 
ure to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  co-operation,  sup- 
port and  respect  shown  to  him  by  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  Hospital,  and  he  is  especially  indebted  to 
Miss  Viola  Rishel  for  the  assistance  in  compilation  of  this 
report.
